W ashington C itv, Dec. 2*2. —In the Afl­ 
ate Monday Ber k took fzccairion to ’ail up 
Ids resolution of inquiry us to tk * xe< ution 
of the law p roviding for a sinking fund, and 
made a sp ec h on the silver question in 
which he attacked the p ositions taken by 
the p resident in his message to eongr*. as, 
and 
» Secretary Manning in his annual re­ 
p ort, on that subject. 
The laws of tha 
land, lie said, were equally binding on the 
highest executive qfflcer and the 
hum blest 
citizen. 
Yet the laws to w hich his resolu­ 
tion referred had not for many y ears been 
comp lied with by the treasury of!idais. 
No 
more statesmanlike message had ever em­ 
anated from the executive mansion,in Beck’s 
op inion, than President Cleveland's first 
message, but he did not agree with the 
p osition of that message regarding silver. 
Three-fourths of our business troubles arose 
from the fact that the law» of the United 
» States were not carried out by our executive 
officers. Combinations of bankers and bond­ 
holders, and their well p aid p ress were 
op p osed to silver; and their p resent crusade 
against that metal was another evidence of 
the audacity of the organizations of wealth; 
organizations which had alway s secured 
whatever they had demanded. 
As to the 
question of p ay ing the lx>nds otherwise than 
in 
gold, 
Beck 
quoted 
the 
op inion 
given in 18tiH by Sherman, the p resent 
p residing officer of the senate, to the effect 
th at the bondholders should take p ay ment 
for money advanced, n the same mediqm 
in which they had advanced the money . 
That op inion, he thought, as s >und now as 
it was in IN 5*. 
There was not an obligation 
existing in this country , national or mu­ 
nicip al, thut could not lawfully bo p aid in 
gold or silver coin of the United » States. An 
examination of our trade, and a comp arison 
of the exp orts and imp orts of this time 
with those of 1*7 0, showed that the silver 
dollars now brought 20 {>er cent, more than 
it did in 1*70. 
Yet our treasury officials 
told us that grave troubles wero ap p rehended 
by them if the p resent condition of things 
should last much longer. 
The falsity of 
this clamor could be readily p roved by an 
imp artial examination of th** figures given 
out by the treasury officials themselves. 
The examp le of England was held up to 
us by those offic ials, notwithstanding the 
fact that the workingmen of England were 
p aid their wages in silver coin, without re­ 
gard to the bullion value of the metal. Why , 
too, had not France been troubled by its 
large amount of silver eoini The reason 
was to 
found in the la -t that, the p ublic 
functionaries of France sup jH» rte<l the silver 
coinage of their country , and ours did not. 
The bondholders of the United States con­ 
trolled enormous amounts of money and the 
best talent of the p ress, and having now 
rap tured the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment, 
they 
were 
clamoring 
for 
gold, 
and 
gold 
alone, 
in 
settlement 
of 
their 
claims. 
How 
was 
the 
surp lus silver to get out of the treasury , 
if the secretary of the treasury would not 
l ull in the lVn Is that ought to be called in, 
and fay out the silver i 
The p eop le and 
their rep resentati\es, however, sup p orted 
silver. 
No executive officer should bo ul- 
lowed to disregard the law. 
He was not 
making war on th** l.ondhol<Urs or the 
banks, but he would if he could, take* from 
the banks their p olitical p ower and tin ir in­ 
fluence on the currency , as shown 
when 
they secured President Hay es’ veto on a 
mentornblo occasion. 
Beck disclaimed any 
p ersonal interest in silver, say ing he had 
never in his life owned a share of stock in a 
silver tnim*. 
Morrill remarked that 
Beck’s sp eech 
seemed to be a v ery elaborate assault on the 
iw retary of tin* treasury and the p resident; 
and if the resolution, in sup p ort of which it 
was delivered, should p ass the senate, it 
would lie equivalent to a vote of want of 
Confidence in the p resident and his adminis­ 
tration. fl He regretted that the senator from 
Kentucky should have rep resented the secre­ 
tary of the treasury us little better than a 
common thief, and the p resident and socre- 
lary together as having beeu bought up by 
the bemiholders, but a* p robably no senator 
“on the left” was at p resent p rep ared to 
enter into a defense of the p resent adminis­ 
tration, he would move a reference of the 
resolution to the commit tee on finance.

unabatiug one jot of our conscientious 
op inions, we cordially welcome all who are 
willing to assist in keep ing intact the bond 
of unity of the great emp ire of which we 
are p roud to form a not unimp ortant p art. 
The little band of loy alists finds itself in a 
p osition of unequalled difficulty . 
Greatly 
outnumbered by National league delegates 
—the direct 
heirs .and successors of that 
league, which even a liberal government 
sup p ressed as illegal, and which is answera­ 
ble for many thousands 
of outrages—the 
small, but firmly united delegation of loy ­ 
alist members of
